Workers dismantle 
a CTA Blue Line train 
on Wednesday.

Operator of derailed 
Blue Line train was cited 
last month for Incident

The train operator who was asleep during 
the Blue Line crash at O’Hare also dozed off 
at the controls in another incident less than 
two months ago, a federal investigator said 
Wednesday: 

The stunning revelation— that the op- 
erator admitted “dozing off” twice— came 
as National Transportation Safety Board ex- 
perts wrapped up three days of on-site inves- 
tigations into how an eight-car subway train 
could smash through a barrier, leap a station 
platform and end up atop an escalator. 

But the CTA said it was unaware that the 
operator was asleep during a Feb. i incident 
and would have taken harsher disciplinary 
measures against her had it known. 

The agency gave the operator— who is now 
on injury leave— a written warning after the 
first incident, saying she claimed to have only 


“closed her eyes” for a moment, the CTA said. 

The disclosure that the operator nodded 
off and overshot a station barely two months 
before Monday’s crash has put the CTA on 
the defensive regarding its disciplinary pro- 
cess and raised questions about what it takes 
to remove an operator from the job. 

Lead NTSB investigator Ted Turpin con- 
firmed what had been suspected soon after 
the crash— that the CTA employee, who had 
only been operating trains 6o days, had been 
dangerously fatigued. 

“She did admit she dozed off prior to [the 
train] entering the station. She did not awake 
again until the train hit,” Turpin said the op- 
erator told investigators in an interview 

The bizarre crash caused an estimated 
$6 million in damage and forced Blue Line pas- 
sengers to take shuttle buses from Rosemont 
to O’Hare. The lead train car was being cut up 
Wednesday to remove it from the escalator. 

The incident Monday —vividly captured on 
a video that has gone viral— was the second 
time the operator acknowledged dozing off at 


the controls of her train, officials said. 

The Feb. i incident was on the Blue Line at 
the Belmont station, officials said. The opera- 
tor “dozed off and passed the station without 
stopping,” Turpin said. “The CTA became 
aware of that {incident} almost immediately 
and her supervisor admonished her and had 
a discussion with her.” The train “was a little 
past the station and she realized it was too 
late to open the doors,” he said. 

The CTA, however, said Wednesday it was 
the first they had heard what the operator 
told the NTSB about the February event. 

The agency said the operator had not told 
them that she was asleep in February— only 
that she “closed her eyes for a moment” 
and overshot a station platform by one car, 
spokesman Brian Steele said. There is no indi- 
cation of “dozing off” in CTA records, he said. 

“Had we known she had dozed off, there 
would have been stronger discipline,” Steele 
said. 

The February violation was the operator’s 
first safety violation and she was issued a writ- 


ten notice, Steele said. 

Under collective bargaining contract with 
union, CTA has a “progressive discipline” 
policy, calling for stronger measures with each 
violation, depending on the severity Steele 
said the CTA expects to initiate disciplinary 
proceedings against the operator pending the 
outcome of the NTSB investigation. The end 
result of the process could result in her being 
fired, Steele said. 

Even if the operator was asleep, questions 
remain as to why the safety equipment didn’t 
automatically stop the eight-car train, as it 
was intended. A “trip arm” that activated the 
train’s emergency brakes was 41 feet from the 
end of the platform, but the train was going 
approximately 25 mph, Turpin said. 

The train also had a so-called dead man’s 
throttle designed to stop propulsion when 
pressure is lifted. 

When asked about the throttle, the opera- 
tor said she “really didn’t remember. She made 
an assumption she must have” let go of the 
throttle, Turpin said.

''Wc really made a full-court press to meet 
young people where they are in order to ex- 
pose them to what’s available to them,” Miller 
said. 

The state’s marketing campaign included 
“extreme stories” videos featuring young 
adults telling stories about accidents such as 
rock climbing or bachelorette parties that 
their uninsured “friends” had. The videos 
end with the adults admitting the real story 
of how they got hurt followed by the tagHne, 
“Y)ur medical bills should not be as extreme 
as your story” 

Among other videos that racked up thou- 
sands of views on Y)uTube are the “hard 
choices” videos, which point to tough choices 
young adults will have to make like getting a 
roommate or skipping the fancy coffee drink 
due to high medical bills because they didn’t 
have insurance, l.v. 
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How to enroll ...

It’s crunch time. 

The deadline to enroll in health care 
plans under the Affordable Care Act, 
also known as Obamacare, is looming. 

Get Covered Illinois, the online 
marketplace for residents to sign up for 
plans, is continuing to push young adults 
to register by March 31 as part of a $36 
million federally funded marketing cam- 
paign that includes celebrity endorse- 
ments, videos and ads. 

The state has tapped familiar faces such as 
Fall Out Boy bassist Pete Wentz; “Chicago 
Fire” actors Yuri Sardaro^^ Christian Stolte and 
David Eigenberg; and “Top Chef” contestant 
Carlos Gaytan to persuade MiUennials to sign 
up for health care. 

Why? Officials are particularly interested in 
wooing the i8-to-34 set they call “young invin- 
cibles,” who are generally healthy and difficult 
to convince to sign up. 

“They don’t believe anything bad is going to 
happen to them,” said Sabrina Miller, spokes- 
woman for Get Covered Illinois. “They don’t 
believe they’re going to get sick. 

The demographic makes up nearly half the 
uninsured population in the state. Federal data 
released earlier this month showed that more 
than 4.2 million Americans have enrolled in 
plans and only 25 percent were young adults. 

Jeremy Aregood, 23, signed up online for 
insurance in December. “My biggest worry 
was just that since it was mandatory I was re- 
ally concerned it was going to cost more than 
I wanted to pay” said Aregood, who lives in 
Edgewater. 

The recent Northwestern graduate does not 
get health insurance through his part-time job 
as a research assistant at the university where 
he earns approximately $20,000 a year. 

He was insured through his parents for a 
time but dropped off for personal and finan- 
cial reasons. He signed up through the mar- 
ketplace after living without insurance for a 
period after graduation in June. 

He picked a bronze level plan with minimal 
coverage, lower premiums and higher out-of- 
pocket costs than other levels. He said his plan 
could have cost him as much as $80 a month 
but a credit he received dropped his premium 
to $10 a month. 

“Young people don’t really have many medi- 
cal issues, but you sort of need that safety net 
for the unforeseen possibilities,” Aregood said. 

With only days left in the open enrollment 
period, RedEye presents five must-know 
points of signing up for health care. 

Do I need to enroll 
in a health care plan? 

Adults can stay on their parents’ health plan 


until they’re 26 years old. Adults who get 
health insurance from their employers don’t 
need to buy insurance through the market- 
place because they’re already covered. 

Officials are targeting those who are not 
currently covered by health insurance, par- 
ticularly young adults. Healthy young adults 
help offset the cost of covering older and 
more sickly people. If enrollment of young 
people falls short, health care expenses would 
outweigh premium revenues and insurers 
may raise premiums next year to cover the 
shortfall, according to a report issued by the 
nonprofit Kaiser Family Foundation in De- 
cember. 

Miller said Get Covered Illinois is trying to 
change the culture and mindset people have 
about health insurance. “It’s not just some- 
thing you use when you’re sick or when you 
need to go to the emergency room,” she said. 
Rather, people can plan wellness visits ahead 
of time. 

What are the health care 
plan options?

premiums paid to the selected insurance 
company People eligible for the tax credits 
can apply them monthly or take them as a 
lump sum at the end of the year, she said. 

Individuals earning between $16,105 and 
$28,725 a year can qualify for cost-sharing re- 
ductions to reduce their deductibles, co-pays, 
coinsurance and other out-of-pocket costs.

Is Illinois getting uninsured 
residents to sign up for health care? 


There are quite a few. 

Since income level will help determine 
what plans people can afford as well as what 
level of financial assistance they can receive, 
people need to have their latest income tax 
information ready as well as a government- 
issued ID when enrolling in a plan. 

Individuals making up to $16,105 a year 
will be eligible for Medicaid. Otherwise, they 
can shop the Illinois marketplace and pick 
among platinum, gold, silver or bronze plans. 
The different plan categories vary depending 
on how much people are willing to pay for 
monthly premiums and out-of-pocket costs. 
For example, the platinum plan would have a 
higher monthly premium payment and lower 
out-of-pocket costs compared to a bronze 
plan, which would have lower premiums and 
higher out-of-pocket costs. 

In general, most people in Illinois chose 
the silver and bronze plans. 

People younger than 30 have another op- 
tion: a catastrophic plan. Those plans cover 
three annual primary care visits as well as 
preventive services. Such plans may have low 
monthly premiums but higher out of pocket 
costs, and financial aid is not available. 


What happens after March 31? 

Coverage starts May i for those who signed 
up by March 31. 

Those who did not apply or sign up for in- 
surance will get stuck paying for medical care 
out of their pockets. Miller said. 

In addition, they will have to pay a penalty 
of $95 or I percent of their taxable income, 
whichever is greater, to the IRS when they 
file their 2014 taxes. The penalty will increase 
every year. 

There are some exemptions to the penalty 
For example, the penalty will not apply to in- 
dividuals who are incarcerated, make less than 
$10,000 a year and don’t have to file income 
taxes or are part of a federally recognized re- 
ligion that prevents them from accepting in- 
surance benefits. 

However, people who started the enroll- 
ment process on healthcare.gov but do not 
complete the process by March 31 can ask for 
an extension until mid-April, according to a 
Washington Post article, which said the pen- 
alty won’t apply to those who get an extension 
and enroll within the allotted time.

What if I can’t afford 
to pay for insurance? 

About 77 percent of uninsured Illinois 
residents who selected a marketplace plan 
qualified for financial assistance, according 
to federal data.. ‘A lot of young people think, 
‘I can’t afford this.’ They really can,” Miller 
said. 

Financial aid can come in the form of tax 
credits or cost-sharing reductions. 

Individuals with annual incomes between 
$16,105 and $45,960 may be eligible for tax 
credits to reduce the cost of their monthly 


Is this the only time I have 
to sign up? 

Although the state is pushing to get every- 
body enrolled by March 31, there will be an- 
other open enrollment period from Nov 15 
through Feb. 15. But their coverage would not 
start until 2015. However, people will still be 
subjected to a penalty for failing to enroll by 
March 31. 

If the March 31 deadline passes and people 
experience a life-changing event such as los- 
ing a job or having a baby, they will still have 
an opportunity to enroll without incurring a

More bodies found 
in mudsiide debris 


DARRINGTON, Wash. Search teams picked 
through mud-caked debris for a fifth day 
Wednesday looking for scores of people still 
missing in a deadly Washington state land- 
slide, as officials reported finding more bod- 
ies while acknowledging that some victims’ 
remains may never be recovered. 

The known death toll stood at 24, with at 
least 90 people still unaccounted for near the 
rural town of Oso, where a rain-soaked hill- 
side collapsed Saturday and cascaded over a 
river and a road, engulfing dozens of homes 
on the opposite bank. 

The latest tally did not include an un- 
specified number of bodies that state 
police spokesman Bob Calkins said had 
been found Wednesday He declined to give 
further details. 

Earlier in the day, local emergency manage- 
ment officials sought to fend off criticism of 


property development that was permitted 
just across the river from the caved-in slope 
after previous landslides in the area. 

As hope faded that any survivors might be 
plucked from the muck and debris that blan- 
keted an area covering about i square mile, 
residents of the stricken community and 
nearby towns braced for an expected rise in 
the casualty count. 

Asked whether he expected the death toll 
to rise significantly Gov Jay Inslee told CNN: 
“^s, I don’t think anyone can reach any other 
conclusion. 

“It’s been very sad that we have not been 
able to find anyone living now for probably 
36 or 48 hours,” he said. “The most discour- 
aging thing is we were hopeful that we would 
find folks who might be protected by a car or 
a structure, but the force of this landslide just 
defies imagination.”

Head to the sleek gray basement below Sum! 
Robata Bar to find this teeny, tucked-away 
cocktail spot helmed by bartender Michael 
Simon (previously of Carriage House and 
Acadia). Cocktails on the five-drink menu aren’t 
cheap at $14-$20, but the hand-sawed ice 
cubes and silver stemware make them feel spe- 
cial enough to justify the price tag. 

Punch House

Part stylized ’70s basement, part hip Pilsen 
party, part preachers of the punch gospel, this 
subterranean bar below Dusek’s was one of the 
hottest spots to open this winter. It’s easy to

Fit: 5. The fit is great, espe- 
cially in the waistband.

These 
tights are charcoal from toe 
to mid-thigh, and then transi- 
tion to a black “gusset,” which 
the package says can func- 
tion as underwear. Don’t wear 
a super-short skirt or dress 
with them if you’re short like 
me; the black part will peek 
through and it looks pretty 
unflattering. 

Warmth: 1. Not any warmer 


than your typical tights. I 
would stick to above-40s 
weather. 

Comfort: 2. These tights were, 
for lack of a better word, really 
tight. Within two hours of put- 
ting them on, I was complain- 
ing about how squeezed my 
thighs felt. 

Fit: 3. 1 was wearing size A, 
which is for people in my 
height range but a liiiitle bit 
skinnier than I am, so that may 
account for the tightness in 
my thighs.

They’re 
rated “light to moderate” 
in the compression depart- 
ment to provide “gentle 
smoothing.” 

Warmth: 4. These are the 
thickest, most opaque tights 
I have worn without head- 
ing into the full-on sweater or 
fleece-lined category. They 
also have a silky, extra-wide 
waistband that keeps your 
torso toasty. 

Comfort: 4. They made a 
great first impression in 
the comfort department, 
with an oversized waistband 
that pulls up above your 
belly button. In theory, it’s 
kind of maternity panel- 
esque, but in reality, it feels 
retro pin-up girl-ish. They 
don’t suck everything in, so 
to speak, as much as Spanx 
and similar high-compression 
brands, but there definitely 
was no trace of digging or 
pinching. 



Fit: 2. After a long walk to the 
office, the crotch was sliding 
halfway to my knees and the 
waistband was down around 
my hips; I had to duck into 
the ladies room straight off 
the elevator to hike these 
babies back up.

The nature of 
Spanx is to dramatically suck 
you in, so I was half expecting 
these to cut into my stomach 
or make it hard to breathe. 
These tucked and smoothed 
in the right places while still 
being comfy.

Blowout bars are a relatively new concept, 
but blowouts, a fancy way to describe the 
technique of using a blowdryer and round 
brush to straighten hair, are not.

This River North shop is a convenient 
spot for downtowners. I scheduled 
my appointment on a Friday at 9 a.m., 
when the shop opens on weekdays.

Just a block away from Benchmark 
and tons of other Old Town bars, this 
spot is ideal for a Friday night blow- 
out. I was greeted with champagne 
while I waited for my stylist, Kelly 
to flnish with her last client. Kelly 
assured me she knew how to deal with 
my curly hair, as she also is a naturally 
curly girl. She got right to work and 
scrubbed my hair in the sink. When I 
say she scrubbed, I mean that in the 
best way possible — she completely 
washed out any lingering product. 
Unlike at the other salons, Kelly used 
a blowdryer and straightener to relax 
my hair. This method must have been 
effective, as it resulted in the quickest 
blowout of the bunch.

I booked my blowout online and 
dropped by on a Friday morning. Dry- 
bar opens at 7 a.m. on weekdays— the 
earliest of the options — so it was easy 
to get in and out before work. I was 
greeted with coffee and introduced 
to my stylist, Joy who whisked me 
away to a chair on the first floor. We 
chatted about what style I wanted— 
the “Straight Up,” Drybar’s signature 
blowout with lots of body— before she 
washed my hair. When we returned 
to the chair, I focused my attention 
to the big-screen TV in front of me, 
which was playing “Bridesmaids.” 

Ringing in at $40 (plus a suggested 
$10 tip), Drybar is one of Chicago’s 
most expensive blowout options. But 
you’re paying for the full experience, 
which includes a professional staff, 
delicious-smelling products and trendy 
atmosphere. Perhaps this national 
chain’s one downfall is its extreme 
attention to detail— this appointment 
ran a bit longer than expected.

It was so funny because we 
had been talking about it all season in scenes 
that we filmed. Like, there’s that scene where 
Desi says that he saw it and, what does he say? 

That it was uncomfortable to watch! 

Yes, uncomfortable to watch. And the scene 
where Ray is making fun of it at work. And 
Shosh and Hannah watch it at Hannah’s birth- 
day party. We had not shot it for any of those 
scenes. So we shot a bunch of different takes of 
people having different reactions to the video 
and saying different things because we didn’t 
know quite what it was going to be yet. So by 


the time we shot it, we were like, oh my God, 
the pressure is on to make this thing as uncom- 
fortable as it can possibly be because every- 
one’s reaction had been so hilarious. 

Let’s talk about another male character that 
has undergone quite the evolution: Ray. How 
did you feel when you realized they were go- 
ing to take these characters there?

But Lena and 
I talked about it and she was like, “You know, 
some people make the same mistakes many 
more times than just once, and this is an area of 
moral ambiguity and Mamie just continues to 
fall short of what people expect of her.’’

I think she genuinely does not expect 
Shosh to get that upset because, again, this is 
the thing that Mamie continues to make the 
mistake of-in hooking up with Desi, she’s mak- 
ing it yet again, except this time he actively has 
a girlfriend.

‘Divergent’ follows 
a ‘hero’s journey’ 


Director Neil Burger on 
his kick-ass leading lady

Tris Prior may be arriving on the big screen af- 
ter Katniss Everdeen of “The Hunger Games,” 
Clary Fray of “The Mortal Instruments” and 
the princesses of “Frozen,” but “Divergent” 
director Neil Burger sees the film’s young pro- 
tagonist as more than just the latest in a recent 
string of booty-kicking heroines. 

Rather, Burger says, the leading lady in the 
film adaptation of Veronica Roth’s bestselling 
novel is an example of a classic mythical hero. 

“Divergent,” which opened Friday follows 
Tris (Shailene Woodley) as she tries to find 
her place in a future world where people are 
categorized by their personalities and strictly 
divided into factions. Tris is born into Abne- 
gation, the faction that values selflessness, but 
her personality test reveals she is divergent, 
meaning she doesn’t fit neatly into any single 
faction. It’s a quality that could get her killed, 
and Tris chooses to hide her divergence and 
join Dauntless, the faction that values brav- 
ery What follows is, more or less, a hero’s ori- 
gin story as Tris blazes her own trail, discover- 
ing that her seemingly paradisiacal society is 
actually a dystopia. 

How did you decide that you wanted to make 
“Divergent”? What was the main appeai? 

I think it was a couple of things. As a filmmaker, 
it’s always interesting to create a new world and 


a challenge also, kind of a daunting challenge 
’cause there’s lots of great movies that are futur- 
istic or post-apocalyptic or whatever. But still, it’s 
a great opportunity as a filmmaker to come up 
with a visual language for the future. And then I 
really liked what it was about, which was linked 
with Tris’ journey of “Who am I? Where do I be- 
long? Am I loyal to my group or to my family, or 
am I loyal to myself? And how far out on a limb 
do I go for any of that?” I like all those ideas, and 
I thought all those ideas were universal. 

In the past few years, weVe seen “Twilight” 
and “The Hunger Games” and “The Mortal 
Instruments”— tons of books that are mar- 
keted to the same age group that have 
been adapted for the big screen. What sets 
“Divergent” apart? 

“Divergent” is truly about how do we live to- 
gether, how do we ever live together as a soci- 
ety. ... It’s working on a much bigger canvas as 
far as those ideas go than those movies, and I 
think that what it does is balance that personal, 
intimate story of this young woman who goes 
on this larger journey and then becomes a part 
of this conflict in society that has real-world 
questions and consequences. 

So you view “Divergent” as a superhero 
story? Or a hero myth? 

I always feel like hers is a true hero’s journey. 

It has all those hallmarks, all those steps that 
a classic hero from mythology takes. Tris is a 
hero, but actually not a superhero. She doesn’t 
have supernatural powers. What she does and 
what she accomplishes, she really earns. She 
gets it and survives and solves her problems 
through real, hard work and determination, 
and that’s what appealed to me.
